Maj. Holeman, the Indian Agent for this Territory, has gone in 
that direction, and will, it is hoped, effect peaceful relations with 
them. It is, however, best to be on the alert, and not give them 
any advantage. | | 

It would be wisdom {o travel in ¢ompanies large enough, so that 
a vigilant guard can be kept up without being so burdensome upon 
the men, as to wear them out, and render them unfit for service; to 
have your arms and ammunition in order, and ready for instant use; 
to select your camping places as remote as possible from brush or

Either tie up your stock within your guard encampment at night, or have a guard constantly out with them. 

It is also best for each organized company to keep together, zs those straggling from camp may be molested. Tt is 
confidently believed if a little caution, and strict vigilance is sedi all may go safely ; and being notified, will be prepar- 
ed accordingly. But little danger is apprehended until after passing Goose creek mountains, as the Shoshone or 
Snake Indians have heretofore been very friendly, so much so, that one man could travel in their country m peace 
and safety, I therefore request all travelers, in order to sustain peaceful relations with them, to treat them kindly.
